"Fine — "Looks ` Wonderful” 
|- Says Jowel After Talking 
With His Brother 

After being told by the secur- 
ity information tent that his 
brother was not on the list of 
repatriated POW's, Lieutenant 
Jowel Bass who was at the de- 
livery point, on the 5th of Sep- 
tember as the last of the prison- 
ers were being delivered to the 
Americans, turned away in sad- 
dened disappointmerit, 

Only the desire of a fellow of- 
ficer to taKe some pictures of 
the returnees caused him to 
linger around to see the boys 
debark from the “choppers”. 
"When I saw him step from the 
chopper, I couldn't believe my 
eyes — I started to run — then 
Istopped — I wasn't sure. When 
Iknew I was with him my arms 
around him and we were both 
crying.” 

Jowel continues, in a letter 
to his parents, "It was the hap- 
piest moment of my whole life. 
Funny thing — one of the first 
things he said was ‘I knew 
you'd be here’. Mom and Dad, 
that was the best words I've 
ever heard." 

Imagine the brother soldier 
after awaiting anxiously at the 
point of delivery of the prison- 
ers, to find out if his brother 
whom he believed a prisoner, 
would be among the very last 
to be returned; then, to be noti- 
field officially that he is not to 
be there. Wrapped up in the

With 22 credit unions in Palm 
Beach County and 398 in the 
State of Florida there are at 
present only two in the Lake 
area, Belle Glade Municipal 
Employees Credit Union and 
Everglades Credit Union (U.S. + 
Sugar Company). Considerable 
interest has been shown from 
time to time by local employers 
and employees in organizing ad- 
ditional units in the Glades, ac- 
cording to Ted Van Istendal, 
member of the board of Credit 
Union of Florida Credit League, 
and president of Halsey-Griffith 
Credit Union. He suggests that 
any questions pertaining to 
credit unions might be answer- 
ed locally by Frank Anderson, 
City Clerk, wha is treasurer of 
Belle-Glade Municipal Employ- 
ees Unisa. 

Credit Union membership in 
the state now totals over 90,000 
according to Van Istendal, with 
thirty-nine new units organized 
in the state since the first of 
the year. Palm Beach County 
[has a membership of 2300 with 
assets totalling $320,000. 


Membership is open to any 
organization, associational, oc- 
cupational or residential, with 
a potential of 75 members. 

The 19th annual convention 
of Florida Credit Union League

YOUR SOCIAL SECURITY 
RECORDS SHOULD BE UP | 
TO DATE SAYS MANAGER 


The importance of properly 
using one's social security card 
can hardly be overstressed, R. 
C. Gehrken, Jr., manager of the 
West Palm Beach Social Secur- 
ity Administration office, de- 
clared recently. 

“The omission of even a single 
wage feport could conceivably 
lead to the loss of thousands of 
dollars in old.age and survivors 
insurance benefits to the family 
of a worker who died,” he de- 
clared. 

“Social Secruity records, 
which are kept by name and 
number, not only are used to 
determine how much will be 
paid, but whether benefits can 
be paid at all. Consequently, 
part-time workers or those 
whose work is irregular may 
barely meet the minimum re- 
quirements even when all wages 
are properly recorded. Omission 
of one or two wage items could 
easily result in ineligibility,” 
ehrken said. 
worker can guard 
against this happening by mak- 
ing sure that his social security 
number has been copied cor- 
rectly into his employer's rec- 
ords. Lost cards can be replac- 
ed e by the local office on 
request. Application forms to 
get either new or duplicate so- 
cial security cards can be ob- 
tained from any social security 
office, any post office or State 
employment office, The social 
security office will also provide 
a free post card form to be used 
in getting ą statement of wages 
credited to the worker's social 
| security account.
